SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 

The above HBID officer(s) were workings as uniformed “Andrews International” 
bike patrol security officer(s) for the Hollywood / Sunset Business Improvement 
District, located at 6801 Hollywood Boulevard, Suite #169, Los Angeles 
California 90028, Phone Number: 323.465.0122. 


OBSERVATION: 

On January 227, 2014 at approximately 1210 hours, my partner (Officer 
Ramirez #139) and | (Officer Anderson #127) were on routine bicycle patrol in 
the area of 1714 North Highland Avenue, when we observed a male white adult 
(Later identified as Fawcett, David Sol DOB:03/17/1988) and an unknown male 
black adult seated on the public sidewalk near the entrance of the business 
“Power House Bar” located at 1714 N. Highland Avenue. Fawcett was seated 
with his legs out stretched causing pedestrians to walk around him. As we 
approached to make contact with Fawcett and the unknown male black to 
advise them that they were in violation of 41.18 (d) LAMC “ No sitting / lying on 
the sidewalk”, my partner noticed a 23.5 oz. “Colt 45 Blast”, malt liquor 
beverage, 12% alcohol by volume on the ground next to Fawcett’s left arm. | 
advised Fawcett and the unknown male black that they could be subject to 
arrest for sitting on the sidewalk and requested to them that they stand up. 
Both Fawcett and the unknown male black cooperated and stood up, however 
after Fawcett stood up he recovered the “Colt 45 Blast” malt liquor beverage 
from the ground and placed it to his lips / mouth, tilted his head back and took 
a long drink, appearing to finish its contents. Fawcett then discarded the “Colt 
45 Blast” into a nearby trash container. | immediately recovered the “Colt 45 
Blast” from the trash container where Fawcett discarded it. There were no 
similar objects or debris in the trash container. 


ARREST: 

We advised Fawcett that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest / Authority To Arrest) for 41.27 
(c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking In Public). Fawcett was then 
handcuffed (adjusted / double locked). BID Officer Trujillo #136 (FB-2-L) arrived 
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on scene and assisted us with transporting. Fawcett was seat belted into the 
rear passenger seat of BID Vehicle # 1 and was transported to the 6801 
Highland Avenue where we met LAPD, Hollywood patrol Officer Montgomery # 
36019. 


CITE and RELEASE: 

Officer Montgomery confirmed Fawcett’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California 
Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Fawcett was then issued a “Release 
From Custody” citation (RFC#D14239) for the listed violation with the approval 
of the Watch Commander / Sergeant Legaspi and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, California 
90007, on 03/03/2014, at 0830 Hours. 


ADDITIONAL: 

Fawcett advised my partner and | that he purchased the “Colt 45 Blast” malt 
liquor beverage from Highland Liquor located at 1770 N. Highland Avenue, Los 
Angeles CA 90028. 


Fawcett has no prior contacts with BID Officers. 


EVIDENCE: 


A photo was taken of the “Colt 45 Blast” malt liquor along with Fawcett via BID 
patrol camera. The “Cult 45 Blast” malt liquor was disposed of at the scene.
